On our fall worship schedule- 
Actually, I'm pretty excited about this! As I de- 
scribed in our April newsletter, like most large 
churches, since our 11:00am service is consistently 
full, it looks like we are going to need to have three 
Sunday morning services this fall in addition to our 
Saturday service. Because we learned in the mid- 
'90s here at FCLC (with our old sanctuary) that hav- 
ing a middle service "competing" with the Educa- 
tion Hour tends to "split" families during that hour, 
I therefore believe we need a 15-minute 
"sacrifice" from all of us-moving our current sched- 
ule 15 minutes later: moving the 8:30am worship to 
8:45am, the 9:45am education time to 10:00am, the 
11:00am worship to 11: 15am. .ADDING a new 45- 
minute early service at 7:45am. I know that 
sounds EARLY, but up until just three years ago, this 
church ALWAYS had an 8:00am service. Again, this 
would be a "15-minute sacrifice" for those who 
have had a history of worshiping at 8:00am. 

As I also mentioned in the April newsletter, here's 
what I believe we would end up with: about 75 wor- 
shipers on Saturdays at 5:30pm, about 75 worshipers 
at the 7:45am service, about 250 at our 8:45am ser- 
vice, and about 250 at our 11:15am service. That is 
potentially about 650 worshipers per weekend, 
while our current average is 550. That opens a lot 
of opportunity for worship growth... until we be- 
lieve God is calling us to build a new sanctuary. 
Indeed, if the Saturday service were to grow to 100 
worshipers and the 7:45am Sunday service grow to 
100 worshipers, the 8:45am Sunday service grow to 
300 worshipers, and 11:15am Sunday service grow to 
300 worshipers, that's 800 worshipers per week- 
end. ..all without spending a dime. Yeah! Thanks for 
your prayers as we seek God's will for our ministry. 

Jesus says, "Go make disciples," and I bet the 
growth of the early church was a bit threatening for 
at least some of the disciples. Let's face it, a lot of 
churches struggle to grow, and it may very well be 
that they simply were not willing to make the sacri- 
fices necessary to welcome "seekers" and new wor- 
shipers. So. ..this will make Sunday mornings a little 
longer, but not dramatically longer-the morning will 
start about 45 minutes earlier for our musicians 
than our current schedule, but again, it's not so 
long ago that our early service was 8:00am. Change 
is often hard, but I believe this is a "cross" that we 
can "bear" as God continues to bless and grow our 
ministry. 



On "Remembering the Sabbath" this sum- 
mer... 

Please don't take the summer off from church-join 
us for worship and Sunday school! Nanette has 
worked hard! Her "Summer of Gifts" theme is back 
by "popular demand" for our Summer Sunday 
School. Make it a priority to grow with us this sum- 
mer. Brit and the Youth Committee Team have lots 
of youth activities on the calendar, and we have an 
exciting summer of worship planned while our wor- 
ship teams continue their rotation of worship lead- 
ership. 

On joining us for the Passion Play of Oberam- 
mergau Germany August 5th through 15th of 
2010... 
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The villagers of Oberammergau first performed this 
play in 1634 in fulfillment of their promise to God 
for sparing them from the Black Plague, and it has 
been presented there every 10 years since then. 
Together we will walk in the footsteps of Martin 
Luther and the Protestant Reformation and enjoy 
the magnificent scenery of Germany and the experi- 
ence of growing in fellowship and faith. While 2010 
seems a long way away, now is the time to reserve 
your place on the tour. Brochures are available in 
my office.
